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Economy of carnage 

If there is a guiding plan, on either side, for the wholesale 
carnage that is sweeping Lebanon in what seems to be no 
more than a mindless war of attrition, we would be the first 
to declare our indebtedness to anyone who would enlighten 
us on the matter. 

Of course, this position seemingly betrays a degree of na- 
ivete. The answer is simple, some would say. Each side is fi- 
ghting to defeat the other; to the winner go the spoils. 

A more sophisticated answer may be forthcoming from 
the more learned. The most coherent explanation, it is said, 
is that one side is fighting to preserve an archaic power shar- 
ing formula that couches built-in guarantees of coveted privi- 
leges, while the other is fighting to throw off the yoke of inj- 
ustice. This can only come about as a result of a more mode- 
rn system, one that is responsive to the needs and grievances 
of the public, it is argued. 

Still others would say that what is taking place in Lebanon 
can only be seen as part of an imperialist or communist plot — 
depending on which side of the fence they happen to be stra- 
ddling. 

One fact must be acknowledged regardless of one’s persu- 
asion; namely, that the Lebanese leaders cannot escape respo- 
nsibility for what is going on. They are constantly losing co- 
ntrol over the course of events. The civil war is being fought 
with no clear strategy in mind, a criticism which applies wit- 
hout exception to the leaders of all the factions involved. 

This is not to deny the existence of improvised short-term 
tactics followed by one side or the other between ceasefires; 
but a jumble of impromptu tactics does hot constitute a clear 
minded strategy. Or are we to excuse the various people re- 
sponsible for a situation that would have been utterly unthin- 
kable just a year ago, on the ground .that smoke fumes from 
burning towns and cities and the stench of rotting corpses 
dull the senses and rule out any more subtle machinations? 

Perhaps no alternative is left now except for each side to 
try and bludgeon the other over the head. However, we would 
like to propose a rule to be observed in the pursuit of whate- 
ver higher goals each of the different faction is fighting for. 
For want of a better term, this law might most suitably be 
called “the law of the economy of carnage”, which may be 
stated as follows: draw up your plans in such a way that at 
the end of the civil war there is something left for the victor 
to enjoy . 

Meanwhile, -those who still maintain that the conflict in 
Lebanon is simply a fight between Christians and Moslems 
would do well to remember that at the end of the first cease- 
fire between Chiah and Ain A1 Rummaneh, the inhabitants of 
the respective Moslem and Christian sectors rushed over to 
embrace their neighbours on the other side, and that only ye- 
sterday Christians in Junieh were setting off by sea to seek 
refuge in the ports of Moslem Syria.

On His Majesty King Husse- 
in’s fast trip to Damascus Fri- 
day, A1 Shaab said Saturday 
the Royal visit comes as a re- 
asonable, logical trip, even a 
national necessity within the 
periodical consultations with 
President Hafez Assad and it 
comes at a time when the Arab 
World is experiencing a gene- 
ral commotion, security condi- 
tions in Lebanon are deteriora- 
ting and the West Bank upris- 
ing against Israeli occupation 
is assuming larger proportions. 

"It is in the interest of Jor- 
dan, Syria and the rest of the 
Arab countries in general, and 
Lebanon in particular, that the 
Lebanese civil strife should 
end as early as possible, before 
it exposes this Arab country to 
outside interference, with Isra- 
el as its spearhead," Al-Sbaab 
says. 

The paper suggests that Hus- 
sein’s and Assad’s keenness to 
explore an exit for the Leban- 
ese ordeal is no less than their 
determination to support the 
people of the West Bank in th- 
eir struggle against Zionist oc- 
cupation, repression and ambi- 
tious designs to colonise Arab 
territory. 

In this context, A1 Shaab de- 
plores the American veto which 
blocked a Security Council re- 
solution that would have blam- 
ed Israeli suppressive measur- 
es in the West Bank. It describ- 
ed the veto as an ‘umbrella’ 
which the United States has 
spread over the head of Israel, 
in defence of its ambitious and 
expansionist policy. 

The paper thinks that His 
Majesty’s visit to Damascus 


also had something to do with 
the American veto. 

A1 Ra’i and Ad Dustour sla- 
shed at the United States veto. 
Under the heading “Unethical 
Attitude”, Al Ra’i says editorial- 
ly that, despite all justifications, 
the American veto will remain 
a landmark of immorality of 
American policy. The non-alig- 
ned draft, the paper says, did 
not differ much from the state- 
ments Ambassador Scranton 
delivered two days before. The 
moderate tone of the draft re- 
solution at the Security Coun- 
cil synchronised with the mode- 
rate Scranton speech and was 
thought to, at least, make the 
United States abstain in the vo- 
ting. But, the paper adds, Was- 
hington’s justification of the 
veto was in complete conform- 
ity with an unethical stance... 

“To any Arab, the U.S. veto 
means absolute support of the 
Israeli repressive policy and de- 
pletion of the occupied land of 
its Arab inhabitants, support of 
violations made upon the Arab 
character of Jerusalem, and de- 
secration of Islamic holy places, 
and upholding of Israel’s occu- 
pation and colonisation of U.N. 
member countries and Palestin- 
ian territory as well,” the pap- 
er says. 

“After all that, do the Ame- 
ricans not feel that they have 
become the worst enemies of 
their friends? Don’t the friends 
of the Americans feel that their 
friendship with Washington in- 
vites shame?”, the paper asks.
